ers of the Cleveland mayor arose re- 
freshed after a night of triumph in the 
divers committee struggles, and even 
the most optimistic of the Zimmer- 
man supporters entertained but feeble 
hopes of success. 


The big auditorium on Goodale 


street was the Mecca of thousands to- 
day. Delegates and visitors to the 
convention were early astir, and 9:30 
a. m., the hour set for the convening 
of the Buckeye Democracy, found the 
"large structure filled to its capacity. 
On the stage were seated men promi- 
nent in the councils of the party, on 
the floor were the 700 delegates, and in 
the galleries the vast audience of in- 
terested onlookers. Potted plants and 
portraits of party leaders, present and 
departed, and a lavish display of the 
national colors, added to the beauty 
of the scene. The audience was in a 
cheery mood and applaudfcd vocifer- 
ously as each and every leader en- 
tered the hall. Mayor Johnson espe- 
cially was the recipient of a nattering 
ovation, and Hon. John L. Zimmer- 
man was not overlooked by friends. 


Chairman Frey of the state central 


committee called the convention to 
order and in a few words thanked the 
delegates for their presence and pre- 
dicted success for the party in the 
fall. He closed by introducing the 
chaplain, Rev. John Hewitt of Colum- 
bus, who ottered prayer. 


Hon O. M. Saltzgaber of Van Wert 


then was presented as the temporary 
chairman, and be at once delivered an 
address in which be reviewed the Is- 
sues of the hoar. The delegate* and 
Tlsitori were attentive auditors and 
frequently interrupted the speaker 
with applause. 


Then followed the reports of the 


committees on credent!*,!*, permanent 
organisation, rules and order of busi- 
ness and resolutions. The credentials 
committee had unseated the Bernard 
delegation from Cincinnati, and this 
report eicited the liveliest Interact of 
tbe ter.

Columbus, O..Aug. 26.—(Special.)— 


The preliminary meeting of the Dem- 
ocratic state convention resulted in 
favor of Mayor Tom L.. Johnson of, 
Cleveland in his contest witfc.Jolin Lu 
Zimmerman of Springfield for the 
gubernatorial nomination. 


Mayor Johnson had uncon tested 


control of the Democratic state con- 
tention last year at Sandusky. and 
the committee selected then, in its 
call for this convention, provided that 
the credentials' from all the countSe** 
were to be'llrst submitted to the state 
committee. Pursuant to this new re- 
quirement the state central committee 
that was selected at Sandusky last 
year met and decided all the contests 
thai aftect 146 of the 690 delegates in 
favnr of the Johnson men, who thus 
had the odds in their favor when the 
delegates met by congressional dis- 
tricts to select members of the com- 
mittees on credentials, 
resolutions, 


etc., for the control of the convention 
The Johnson men secured two-thirds 
of the state central committee, which 
holds over to call the state convention 
next year, Then delesates-at-large to 
the Democratic national convention 
will be selected and an Indorsement 
be made for the presidency. 


The state centra!! committee, in con- 


sidering the contests from counties in 
alphabetical order, first decided to re- 
port to the committee on credential' 
by viva voce vote that there was no 
contest from Cuyahoga county (Cleve- 
land), and tben on a demand for a 
rolloall it was decided by a vote oi 
14 to 7 that there was a contest from 
Hamilton county (Cincinnati). The 
result of this action was that the 
First and Second districts at Cincin- 
nati, which are anti-Johnson, were 
prevented from voting in the organ- 
ization of the committees and the con- 
v^ntiou, while the Twentieth 
and 


Twenty-first 
districts at Cleveland 


were enabled to take part. 


The state central committee re- 


ferred the contests in Gallia, Miami, 
Ross and Seneca counties tc the com- 
mittee on credentials without recom- 
mendation. These counties are In dif- 
ferent 
congressional 
districts, and 


those districts proceeded to select 
members of the committees without 
the contested counties taking part, 
the result being thus favorable to the 
Johnson mfjo. It Is seldom that such 
vigorous protesting is heard as tha*t of 
the Zimmerman men, but the John- 
son men reply that no quarter could 
be expected after such a flght as has 
been waged the past few days. The 
Zimmerman men carried the fight Into 
the meetings of all the committees. 
The most bitter feeling was mani- 
fested against the action of th* old 
state central committee in passing on 
contested cases, which is said to be 
without precedent In the history of 
the party. Charles P. Salen, John- 
ion's manager, Is a member of the 
nate central committee, end Harry F. 
Payer, who represent* the other 
Cleveland district, I* secreUry of that 
committee. They were the lender* In 
the action of the committee In Beating 
the Cleveland delegates and unseating 
the Cincinnati delegate* and holding 
oat the balance of power in other die- 
trlcts. The appeal of the Zimmer- 
man men for Instruction* from the 
couatle* on governor not to apply to

'JThe district meetings Were unusual- 


ly spirited, especially those of the 
Cincinnati districts, where the John- 
eon men were represented*by the Blg- 
elpw delegation and the Zimmerman 
men by the Bernard delegation. Each 
made separate selections, those of th« 
Bigelow delegation being unanimous, 
while the^ Bernard delegates had op- 
posing candidates. The Bigelow dele- 
gates 
participated In the Bernard 


meeting*, but the Bernard delegates 
tBj)k *Jb, part with their c6ntestanta. 
'fnnfc^'Ftrst dtstrict*J!*»ls G. Bernard 
was re-elected a member of the state 
central committee by a vote of 11 to 6, 
and In the Second district Henry Ket- 
ter was elected over John Roth by a 
vote of 10 to 9. 


Mayor Johnson addressed the meet- 


ings of his home delegates, represent- 
ing the Twentieth and Twency-Orst 
districts, urging them to stand to the 
last for Jobn A. Clarke for senator. 
At the same time his home district 
refused to indorse G. M. Saltzgaber 
for senator, but Saltzgaber was In- 
dorsed by other districts. Tlie result 
of the district meetings settled almost 
everything except the senatorial in- 
dorsement, which is still badly mixed. 
The Johnson men claim to have car- 
ried 17 of the 21 districts, and by the 
flection of C. C Philbrtck in 
the 


Twelfth district the new state central 
committee stands 18 to 3. 


Many 
"old-timers" were dropped, 


among them Colonel John Bolan of 
Toledo, who has been a member of the 
state central committee for the Ninth 
district for 17 years. L. G. Bernard of 
Cincinnati, who has been a member of 
the committee for a quarter of a cen- 
tury, was also V/iled to go. 


The new state central committee or 


ganized with W. L. Finley of Kenton 
as chairman and E. C. Madigan of 
Cleveland a» secretary, both Johnson 
men. The committee on permanent 
organization selected J. H. Goeke ot 
Wapakoneta as permanent chairman, 
and report in favor of continuing the 
rest of the temporary organization. 
The Johnson men controlled all th*» 
committee meetings, but the Zimmer- 
man men fought at every point, in 
the committee on rules and order of 
business Webster P. Huntinirton, the- 
manager of Zimmerman's candidacy. 
led the opposition to any provision for 
senatorial indorsement, and four oth- 
ers Joined him in signing the minority 
report. The majority report puts sen- 
atorial indorsement a* the last thing 
In the order of business, Indicating 
that the Johnson men expect a contest 
In their own ranks on that matter. 
While Johnson still advocates John 
H. Clarke of Cleveland, it is believed 
that the names of G. M. Saltzgaber, 
the temporary chairman of the con- 
vention; ex-Congressman Lentz and 
others will be pf**en«ed, and there Is 
much talk about'Aomfntting Bookwal- 
t*r, notwithstanding hi* withdrawal.

Kansas Town Quickly Flooded 


Cloudburst. 


Marysville, Kas., Aug. 26.—A cloud- 


burst struck in this vicinity, causing 
the Big Blue river to rise 16 feet 
within a few hours and sending a great 
Hood of water south down the bot- 
toms along that stream. 
Many In- 


habitants in the lowlands were driven 
from thei? homes and heavy damage 
to property was done. One death by 
irowning is reported. Marysville waa 
deluged and the bottoms were filled 
with water from 10 to 15 feet"<Jeep. 
Fifty houses Were almost entirely sub- 
merged, their inmates taking refuge la 
trees and on housetops 
Seventy-five 


persons had been rescued in boats in 
daylight, and 20 others were taken to 
places of safety. 
The stream washed 


out the tracks on the Blue Valley 
branch of the Union Pacific for several 
miles, and wiped telegraph and tele- 
phone wires out, shutting the town 
off from outside communication. 


A. wall of water struck Vleita. a 


town of 100 cm the Vermilion rlv«r, 
east of here, in tha same county, drir- 
Ing the residents of the town from 
their homes. Previously the Vermilion 
had risen four feet m an hour and 
Vleits is five feet under water. 
All 


the stores and perhaps 25 residences 
are inundated, and the damage at that 
place is estimated at 
$50,000.

Four Men Drowned. 


New York, Aug. 26. — Durm^ the 


height of the storm a huge derrick on 
the Central Railroad of New Jersey 
bridge across Newark bay from Bay- 
onne to Elizabeth was swept from Its 
supports into the water, carrying with 
It nine- workmen. Four of the men 
were drowned and several badly In- 
jured. At least 60 men were at work 
on the bridge at a point about half a 
mile from the Bayonne shore.

That is to 
sav in case you should ever become 
the father of twins, we will pay to

The tea merchant 
took out his 


twin insurance upom tfcese terms, aad 
maintained^ for five years. During 
the flte years three children were 
bora in hUt family, two girls and a 
boy, 
but these children came singly. 


The merchant, assured that* his fear 
of twins .had been groundless, allowed 
his policy to lapse last January. It 
is said that there are today no twin 
policies in existence in the United 
States, though several are still 
in 


force in England. 


There is a company with head|- 


quarters in Doylestown, Pa., that is- 
sues upon animals life insurance that 
are similar in every way to the life 
insurances which men take out. This 
company's inspectors and examiners 
go from place to place, studying the 
horses, cows and dogs that are to be 
insured. The men also make a pho- 
tograph!, of the policies' 
subjects.

They make it impossi- 
ble for any dishonest person foist- 
ing aworthless carcass on the com- 
pany to collect insurance upon some 
valuable animal that is still alive. 


An animal insurance agent said the 


other day: 


"I have issued policies on horses, 


elephants.lions, bears, eagles, giraffes 
alligators, sn'akes, parrots, and a hun- 
dred other creatures I have two ways 
of issuing a policy.. 


"Suppose, for instance, that Alfred 


Gwynne Vanderbilt is going to send 
a team of coaching horses abroad. His 
agent comes to me and says he wish- 
es to Insure t-ie horses during their 
passage over. I ask him what sum he 
wants the policy made out for, and 
I set him a rate based on the charac- 
ter of the boat on which the horses 
are to sail.

Practically all ani 
mals of value that cross tne ocean are 
insured. 


HOW ANIMALS ARE 
INSURED. 


"In the other kind of policy — the 


policy issued to poor and unknown 
men — I take every precaution, 
make a thoroughexamination of th< 
animal that is to be insured. I tes 
its lungs; I take its age; I note down 
all its peculiarity of colors — a star 
here, a patch of brown there, a white 
stocking on the right foreleg — and 
finally I make its photograph. Then 
I issue my policy, never 
for more 


than two-thirds of the animal's full 
value, and at a rate of from 5 per 
cent up 


"The rates in animal insurance are 


at present high. This is because the 
biggest live stock insurance company 
in America failed a few years ago. 
This company was a mutual concern, 
and its offices were in Philadelphia. 
I believe that nearly every live stock 
owner in Pennsylvania had his ani- 
mals insured in it. Its rates were so 
disproportionately low that the aver- 
age horse, living, say, 
ten 
years, 


would, being insured for $150, pay 
into the company $75, and then die. 
Losses came right and left, and the 
company disbanded in confusion. The 
reaction from that fatal error In rates 
is now very evident, and to take out 
a life insurance on an animal today 
is an expensive thing. 


"Valuable race horses, as they tour 


the country for the various race meet- 
ings, carry insurance. Their policies, 
though, are not for life, but for six 
montns or a year. The rate they pay 
is on the average of 10 per cent. Thus 
a $5,000 policy on a horse costs $500 
a year. The rate, you see, Is huge.
